Thar for promoting of Holineſs, and advancing the power of Godline(s, all poſſible care ſhall be uſed for publiſhing the Goſpel of 
Cuxtsr, in all parts of this Land,and proviſion of Maintenance made and allowed to the Faithfull Diſpenſers thereof, together with ſuch 
other encouragements,as rhe Magiſtrate may give, and may be expeRed by them, who demean themſelves peacenbly and becomingly,to 
the Government and Authority, by whichthey receive the ſame. As allo, that care ſhall be taken for removing of ſcandalous Perſons, 
who have intruded into the Work ot the Miniſtry, and placing ot others fitly qualified with gitts,for the inſtuRiing of the People in their 
ftexd. And that ſuch Miniſters, whoſe Conſciences oblige them to wait upon GOD in the adminiſtration of Spirituall Ordinances,accor- 
ding tothe Order of the Scottiſh Churches, with any that ſhall voluntarily joyn in the pratice thereof, ſhall receive Protection and encoue 
. ragement from all in Authority,in their pexceable and in-offenſive exerciſe of the ſame; as alſo ſhall others , who not being ſatisfied in 

Conſcience to uſe that Form, ſhall ferve and worſhip G O D im other Golſpel- way, and behave themſelves penceably and in-offenfive- 
ly therein. | | E 
| / We ſhall likewiſe take care, as much as in Us lies, that in Places of Truſt th'oughour this Nation, Magiſtrates and Officers, fearing 

G O D. may be {et up, who according ro the duty of their place, may beaterrour to all evill-doers, and eyentothem whoſe licentious 
practices (though under pretence of Liberty and Conſcience j ſhill manifeſt chem rot to walk according to godlineſle and honefty. 
And by vertue of the power onthat behalf given Us, We do further Declare, : _ 

Thar all Perſons within the Qualifications of favour, exprefled in the Parliaments Declaration, being Inhabirants within the Sheriff- 
dom of andthe Towns and Burroughs thereof , that ſhall in parſuance thereof, live peaceably under , and yeeld obe- 
dience unto the Authority of the Parliament of the Common Wealth of Englard, exerciied in Scotlara, are capable of, and ſhall enjoy the 
xeſpective Benefits «nd favours, held forth in the ſaid Declaration,and ſhall have ſuch furtker grants and confirmations for the compleating 

thereof, as ſhall be found requiſite. | 
And Wedolaſtty Declare, 

That all Merch:nts, Tradeſmen and Handy- Crafts men within the ſaid Sheriffdem of ” and the ſeverall Burroughs 
and Towns thercof,noc having in Lands and Goods above the clear value of Five hundred pounas ſterling, And all other perſons within 
the ſaid Sheriftdom, Towns and Burroughs, not having in Lands and Goods above the clear value of T wo huncred pounds ſterling (not 
being priſoners at Wars,or Souldiers of Fortune in Commiſſion) who ſhall alſs in purſuance ot the ſaid Declaration, live peaceably un- 
der,and yeeld obedience unto the Authority of the Parliament of the Common-Wealth of Englare, exerciledin Scorland, ſhall not onely 
be treed and diſcharged from all Forfeicures and Confilcations of their Eſtates, for any thing tormerly dope by them, ia reterence to the 
Wars, but be received into the ProteRion of Parliament,and enjoy ſuch Liberties and Immuniries, as allo fuch Leaſcs and grants of con- 
fiſcuted and forteired Lands, as upon confide:ation of their reſpeive qualities and deſerts ſhalbe thought fir. 

Provided the fayour held forth in this Declaration,extend not unto any pe: fons,commonly known by the name of Moſf Troopers, or 
any other we <2 murthred or killdany Souldiers,contrary to the Lawes and Cuſtome ot War, orany Ezglſh people,contrary tothe 
Lawes of Sc#tia74. |

&) Preach upthe Intereſt of the pretended King of Scotland ; And , after fo 
ESSEX long waiting with patience, we hoped at lalt to have ſeen the peaceable 
fruits of obedience to the preſent Government ; Butin ſtead thereof, finding that (e- 
verall Miniſters in this Nation , continue to keep the Intereſt of Charles Stuart 
ahve in the hearts of the people, by purting them in minde of him in their daily 
publick Prayers and Preaching , ( whom God hath fignally rejected from having 
any authority over the Subjects of this Common wealth )whereby the hands of Ma- 
lignants have been ſtrengthened, expenceand troubleto this Commonwealth much 
- increaſed, many peaceable ſpirits in dangerto bediſ-compoſed, and their hearts drawn 
oft from this preſent Government : VVe do therefore hereby ( in the name of 
his Highneſs the Lord Protefor of this Common-wealth ) Prahubit all, and every 
a. in this Nation, from, and after the day of the Publication hereof, to pay , or 
cauſe to be paid any manner of Stipend , Maintenance , or Arears thereof to any 
ſuch Miniſter as hath already , or ſhall hereafter , by praying for the pretended King 
| contravene and conteinn our aforeſaid Proclamation : And of this we require all 
manner of perſons to take notice, as they will avoidethe Cenſure of Contemnours 
of the preſent Authority, or would not incur ſuch penalty as the Commiſsioners 
ſhall think fit. And, to the end that none may pretend ignorance hereof, VVe 
do hereby require all Sherifts inthis Nation , to cauſe this our Order to be forth- 
with Publiſhed and Proclaimed within the chief Mercat-Towns , or Burroughs 
within their reſpective Juriſdictions, and that care be taken thatit be ſent to the ſe- 


verall pariſhes and Burroughs, to be there publickly affixed on the dores of their 
Churches,and Mcrcat-Crofles.
